. Mr. Henpeicss. ofr. President: It was 
my desire at this time to submit some rath- 
er extended remarks to the Senafe upon 
the political questions now occupying 

ublic attention ; but the condition of my 
jealth to-day will only allow a brief refer- 
ence to them. I have observed for some 
days past a purpose On the part of Senators 
who represent the majority to avoid the 
position of the defensive, and to assnme. if 
possible, that of the offensive in this polit- 
ical contest. ._In my judgement, that is 
néither pfacticable nor possible on their 
art; itisnotin the nature of the case. 

or eight years the Federal Government 
and most of the State Governments of the 
North have been controlled by the party 
now in the majority in Congress, and it is 
not possible that that party can avoid a 
response to the people upon the questions 
that attract public attention. Waiving an 
inquiry into the conduct of that party du- 
ring the war, which they claim it is not 
just to make, and confining the inquiry 
to the three years since the close of the 
war and the return of peace, there 
are certain important questions that must 
be answered. And, first, the pecple will 
desire to know very distinctly and em- 
phatically what has been done with the 
$1,200,000.000 that have been collected from 
them under the internal revenue law and 
the tariff system since the Ist day of July. 
1865. Iknow that $400,000,000 may be ac- 
counted for at least in part in the payment 
of interest upon the public debt. Then 
the people will want to know how it is, in- 
depently of the interest,upon the public 
debt, that it has taken $3900,000,000 to carry 
on this Government through a period of 
three years, when in atime of peace it 
used to require but from sixty to seventy 
or eighty million dollais annually. The

TAXATION THEN AND NW. 


What ® contrast this condition of na- 
tional, fiuances presented with that which 
| existed.at the time that Jackson.made his 
,proclamatien that the United States owed 
not acent.in the world. We wonder these 
Radicals sought to avoid the issue, and de- 
clared the only question before the Ameri:
